Police were unable to-find Fleer, 
and were told by relatives that 
he had left the city for his health. 
The company’s office at 3129 North’ 
Grand boulevard has been closed 
since Monday. The firm was de- 
scribed as “hopelessly insolvent” in 
a suit for receivership filed in Cir- 
feuit Court yesterday by August W. 
Geise, a stockholder. 


Audit Orderéd. 


The private audit of the com- 
pany’s books, the Post-Dispatch 
learned, was ordered by three 
brothers-in-law of Fleer after’ he 
asked them to raise $30,000 to meet 
the company’s obligations: 

The brothers-in-law, who were 
not investors in the company, de- 
cided to’ order an audit to make 
sure the excess of liabilities over 
assets did not exceed $30,000, the 
amount estimated by Fleer. 
After working on the company’s 
books for a few days, it was 
learned, the accountants said they 
had so far found the excess of ob- 
ligations to be $80,000 and had not 
yet completed their work. The 
three men ordered the auditors to 
stop work and abandoned the idea 
of raising the money.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP).— 
Speaker Rayburn ordered an im- 
mediate showdown between two 
House committees today on which 
would sponsor a 300 million dol- 
lar fund for compensating work- 
ers displaced by wartime produc- 
tion, which some claim would “fed- 
eralize” similar state programs. 

With neither the Appropriations 
nor Ways and Means Committee 
indicating a desire to take the 
initiative, Rayburn said he ha@ 
asked Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina to call a meeting 
of the latter group for today. 

“I think they will meet and see 
whether they can get together,” 
Rayburn said. “This program will 
be worth a lot more now than sev- 
eral weeks or months later.” 

Committeemen said they would 
determine, probably by a vote, 
whether théey~wanted to tackle the 
problem—labeled by them “a hot 
potato”—or refuse to act and throw 
the responsibility to the Appropria- 
tions Committee and perhaps back 
to Rayburm 

————— Roosevelt asked for 
the fund two weeks ago. He said 
State programs were inadequate 
for thousands of workers thrown 
out of jobs because their factories 
shut down long enough for con- 
version to production of war mate- 
rials, He suggested that the Fed- 
eral Government make up about 
60 per cent of a man’s wages, with 
a $24-a-week maximum for 26 
weeks. 

Before the Appropriations Com- 
mittee could act on the recom- 
mendation, State officials began to 
lobby on the measure and members 
postponed any decision. Chair- 
man Cannon (Dem.), Missouri, 
shifted the responsibility by in- 
troducing the usual bill to author- 
ize the appropriation, . which 


promptly was referred to the Ways 


and Means Committee. 

Ways and Means ‘Committee 
members have served public notice 
that if they went into the subject, 
there would be “ample, open. hear- 
ings.” Should the authorization 
bill be passed: by the Senate and 
House, still more time would be 
consumed by the two -chambers 
and their committees in approving 
the actual appropriation.

BiG BANKS CRITICISED 
BY ECCLES AT HEARING 


‘Chief Bar to Letting Reserve 
Banks Buy Bonds Direct 
From Treasury.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (AP).— 
Marriner 8S. Eccles, Federal Re- 
serve Board chairman, has charged 
that “a few of the big banks” 
were the principal opponents of a 
proposal to allow Federal Reserve 
banks to purchase Government ob- 
ligations direct from the Treasury. 

This accusation, along with a‘ 
statement by Attorney General 
Biddle that violations of priorities 
and allocations orders were “wide- 
spread and serious” was disclosed 
today in the printed record of 
House Judiciary Committee hear- 
ings on the Senate-approved sec- 
ond war powers bill. 

“The real opposition” to permit- 

the reserve banks to buy 
bonds direct from the Treasury in- 
stead of on the open market came,

Both Eccles and Secretary of the 
Treasury Morgenthau requested 
that the power be granted. 

Biddle’s accusation came during 
discussion of a section of the bill 
broadening existing property seiz- 
ure powers. He said the new legis- 
lation, was designed by War Pro- 
duction Chief Donald M. Nelson to 
“put some teeth into the priorities 
law.” 

The bill confers 14 specific new 
powers on Government agencies to 
speed up the war program. The 
House committee was reported td 
have written in a new clause, al- 
lowing the Census Bureau to make 
available to defense agencies here- 
tofore confidential information 
when it is necessary. 

Generally, committee members 
said, they have approved the bill 
in virtually the same form it 
passed the Senate.

‘priorities on aluminum” and priorities on other essential materials, it is not surprising that many people 
have the mistaken impression that government priorities on transportation interfere seriously with air line 


operation and with the public use of air travel. 


THE FACTS ‘ARE: 


When seats on an.air line, or on any other. medium of transportation, are required by 
the government for war purposes, priority, to the extent required, is given promptly. 


The establishment of such travel priorities has not interfered with the operation of the 
air lines or with the use of air transportation by the public; nor was it intended by the 
government that the formal institution of priorities would, to any substantial extent, result 
in such interference. Here is what the War Depattment has said officially on the subject: 


“*. .. assigning priorities of air line space to certain persons whose travel is necessary to

In order to answer this question, 
it would be necessary to know a 
number of factors which are not 
now accurately known to us. What 
were the actual German losses in 
men and material in Russia? To 
what extent can these losses be 
made up from available German 
reserves of man power and from 
German production? How much 
is the production of the captive 
countries -aiding Germany? How 
much damage has been done to 
German industry by British bomb- 
ing? hat is the present Ger- 
man situation regarding strategic 
raw materials, especially petrole- 
um? 

We do not have exact answers 
to these questions. We have many 
estimates, some of which are 
weighted. Taking a rough mean 
of the most impartial and careful 
estimates, we may reason as fol- 
lows: 

At the outset of the Russian 
campaign, Germany had about 300 
divisions of all types, and about 
8500 first line operating aircraft. 
During the Russian campaign, ap- 
proximately 50 divisions of all 
types have been smashed to an 
extent requirfnmg complete recon- 
stitution with fresh personnel and 
equipment. This cannot be done 
in a few weeks; for the winter 
we may count this number of divi- 
sions as being out of action, but 
as constituting a possible reserve 
for operations in the spring. Of 
the remaining 250 divisions at 
least 60 are required for garrison 
and police duties in Norway, occu- 
pied France, Central Europe and 
the Balkans. To reduce this 
figure would be to invite upris- 
ings by the captive peoples, and 
invasion the sea by British- 
American forces.’

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THOUGHT FOR WELDERS.

Press was confused about its duties by suddenness of war's out’ 
break, says writer; but it is now becoming clear that it must observe 
national effort with*scrupulous care and report to its readers, not 
on military secrets, but on Government’s honesty and efficiency.

KNOW that the statement will be re- 

ceived with incredulity, but it ig true 

that every reputable American newspa- 
per is extremely reluctant to attack any 
man or any individual until it is sure of 
its facts. Frequently some of the facts 
are of such a nature, or have been learned 
in such a way, that their publication is 
impossible; nevertheless, the newspaper 
knows them before it opens fire. 

The energy and care that are spent upon 
investigation and verification before a re- 
sponsible American newspaper prints a de- 
rogatory statement would astound a good 
many law offices. Inaccuracy is humiliat- 
ing, even if no question of libel is involved. 
It is almost a matter of instinct, therefore, 
at least in the good shops, to be silent when 
you are not sure. 

Now that the war has spread into every 
corner of the earth, and the censors are 
omnipresent, it will become harder and 
harder always to be sure. The inevitable 
result will be to make the press hesitant 
and slow in its judgments. 

This is not desirable at any time, and it 
is doubly undesirable in time of war. 
Factioug and obstructive criticism at such 
a time is criminal, to be sure; but well- 
founded criticism is a contribution to the 
safety of the nation and one of the most 
important duties that devolve upon the 


press. 

For it is of the very nature of war to stir 
up all the evil in the dark depths of society. 

This has no reference whatever to the 
character of the present administration at 
Washington. I care not what sort of ad- 
ministration may be in power, the same 
thing will happen. Since time began, the 
vultures have followed the battle, and were

The pres- 
ent stiffening German resistance 
in the Leningrad and Kharkov 
areas indicates-a similar German 
reaction to Russian advances in 
those sectors. The farther back 
the Germans must go, and the 
more strategic lines of communi- 
cation and communicating centers 
they lose, the harder it is going 
to be for them to regain the lost 
ground in the spring and the more 
losses they must expect before they 
get back to the point at which 
they started their retirement. 

There is, therefore, a tendency 
for the Germans to use up in drib- 
lets, here and there, in the manner 
of a.man patching a leakihg dam, 
those reserves which they are be- 
pending on for their spring offen- 
sive, It is all very well to say that 
the high command should be firm 
in refusal to reduce these reserves 
beyond a certain minimum; but it 
is ‘difficult indeed for. the high 
command to continue, to refuse 
the urgent demands of army com- 
manders. for help here and help 
there, especially when the army 
commanders cannot only point out 
that vital strategical positions will 
otherwise be lost, but also that the 
morale of their troops is suffering 
at being compelled to yield ground 
for which those troops have paid 
in blood and agony. 


Spring Striking Power. 

The German striking power in 
the spring may very well depend, 
‘therefore, on the extent to which 
the Russians can keep their coun- 
teroffensive going during the win- 
ter, capitalizing on their superior 
mobility over snow-covered ter- 
rain, and their superior adaptabil- 
ity to winter conditions of which 
they have such long experience. 
The present Russian advantages 
largely arise from these factors, 
which have enabled them to use 
ski troops, light infantry with 
sledge transport, and highly mo- 
bile light artillery, none of which 


the Germans are able adequately to 


counter. 

One more point is worth men- 
tioning and that is the probabil- 
ity that the Germans have pulled 
all of their panzer divisions out of 
Russia and are rebuilding them, 
probably reducing them somewhat 


in numbers as well as in the indi-|. 


vidual establishment of each divi- 
sion.
